DE 
that hath tedde the aunctente anfiquts 
tics of thc phrtofophers, hall not denp 
me the prefumpcion of the knowlage, 
and ignotaunce of that thei deſyred co 
knowe , the whiche is chiete cauſe that 
ſrience is not all one. There tis gteat 
nombre of pacctatitees , Cinifiens, Cas 
foniens, Peripariciens, Icademiens, 
and Epicuriens. who were as contrary 
in their openions, es diucrs in their nas 
tutslittes IJ will not that my penne 
bee fo difmeaſured toreproue ſo muche

thcit wore what thei la we theim leite; 
That 
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That is to ſale, amonge the maiſfers, 
who learned the (atde emperour their 
ſciences there were the, that is to tate, 
Punto Adio, Cina Catule and $cr- 
fo Chrronenſe, ucuewe to the greatre 
Plutarkhe., Theſe bene thet that daue 
wiltten this preſent hiſtory. Gerto Cde⸗ 
ronenſe (n greke,, and the other two in 
lafine, Yrbrnke of (his hiſtoric is but 
ſmall notice, bycauſe unte this Houre 
it hath not be (rene imprinted. Whan 
IJ deparced from the college of my fuz 
dy , and went fo preache in the palatrs, 
where d \lawe ſo many newe noueitecs 
in the courtes , I delyuered my ſeite 
with greatre deſpze to knowe thyn - 
ges, andgaue my ſelfe coſcarche and 
knowe thynges auncient. And the caſe 
forruned on a date, readpng an hiſtorie, 
T founde therein matter co be noted in 
a piſtell, and it ſeemed to me fo good, 
that put all mine humaine forces to 
ſerche fatt her. Ind uffer in reuolupng 
diuers bokes ſerchyng in drucrs libza⸗ 
ries, and alſo ſprakyng with diuers (as 
ges of diners realmes, finally 1 founde 
this tretiſe in Flozence,, among thr bog 
des lefre there by Colme de Tiedicis, 8 
man of good memo. J haue _—_— 
ois 
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this writyng . the whiche is baumarne. 
that that diuttſe times bath dente vicd 
in dtatuirce. that is fo reduce not worde 
fo: wo: de, but lenrence for ſentence. We 
other interprefours ate not bounde to 
giut fo: the meant the wordes it lfuffis 
ceth to gtue for the weight the lenrence? 
As the bitoriographers, of whom there 
were diucrs, and the hiſtory that rtbet 
made was all but one thing, T will not 
deny, but J bauc lett our ſome wordes, 
whiche were net mete, nor well fiureyng, 
rude, + lcaſt of valure, and Jhauc med 
led it with other more lwete and piott⸗ 
table.Y chynke that cucry wiſe man af- 
tet be Hath read this boke, will not (aig 
that Y am theprincipall aucrtour of this 
woke, no: pet totudge me ſo ignotsunt 
to et clude me cleane from it. fo: fo bigh 
ſentences arc not founde at this preſent 
time, not to fo bigd afyliec tbc of time 
pal ncucr attemes.

What loſt Cicero in 
the fenace for bſyng of jnucctinwes Ind 
as wc (ait ot folmall anombic of G:es 
acs and latynes, we may ate ot tde 
Aſtiriens, Perſians, Medes, Argyues, 
Acapeus ÞPeniens, Frenchemen, Bris 
tons, Engliſhmen , and Spantardes, 
Bll che whiche nactons without coms 
paryſon yauc of theym ſelte lefre more 
meme, and bauc bonoured rbeir lans 
des and countreyes more by wateyng, 
fhan they that baut lefre ſygucs by ars 
mes, Than let vs lcaue theſe dt ange 
Dideztes, and retourne to the pytbc of 
our Emperour @arcus Jurclius, as 
Euttape tecountetd. Uccozbyng as this 
ercellient baron terved diners ſriences, 
fo de bad dtuers maiſters co teache dim.
